Report by Harbor Unit 


S. F. Shattuck. Xeenah. di-

- The next 10 years will be interesting 


ones for Americans who like to study and 
read about the great events in their nation's 
history, paftx'ularly the tumultuous events 
of the Civ:l V.'ar decade. 


During this period many important cen- 


tennials w>H be.observed, celebrating such 
events as the' warfare HI Kansas over slav- 
ery that foreshadowed the great conflict to 
come. John Brown's raid at Harper's Ferrv, 
the elect-on of Abraham Lincoln, the firing 
on Fort Sunuer. the great battles from Bull 
Run to Chancellorsviile. Antietam to Gettys- 
burg, the surrender at Appomattox. Lin- 
coln's assassination and finally the "tragic 
era" of the Reconstruction. It will be a time 
of even more intense interest in the poli- 
tics, the persoiictli'.ie?. the mil'tsrv str'2te<Tv 
and tactics, the bloodshed and sacrifice, the 
heroism and patriotism of that awesome 
chapter in our history. 


And. we hope, it will be a period during 


which men and women of good will, both 
Xorth and South, will re-examine the rea- 
sons why that tragic conflict took place — 
the great schism in political thought, in in- 
terpreting the American Dream, in basic at- 
titudes toward human life itself which was 
really at the root of the conflict. 


It is especially important that people 


who live in states like Wisconsin that gave 
so much of their blood and treasure to in- 


sure victory for the Union understand why 
the men and women living here in those 
days, whose thinking and feelings and loy- 
alties constitute the bedrock on which our 
own political life is founded, made that sac- 
rifice. No adequate history of Wisconsin,, 
for example, can be written tfeai does not 
explain why the people of this relatively 
sparsely settled state which had only re- 
cently entered the L'nion. most of whose im- 
mediate forebears, had left Europe to es- 
cape military service, willingly sent so 
many of their sons to die on southern bat- 
tlefields. 


For it was in the Civil War thai the mod- 


ern United S:ates_-kvas really forged: it was 
in this terrible' fratricidal conflict that" 
America emerged as the world's leading ad- 
vocate of political organization that secures 
human freedom through the processes of 
law. The secessionists took the words of the 
Declaration of Independence literally 
to 


mean that any state, any political subdivi- 
sion has an inherent right to independence 
and sovereignty. Leaders of the Xorth. such 
as Lincoln, realized that this idea carried 
within it the seed not only of national frag- 
mentation, but of fragmentation of human 
liberty itself. All men are created equal, vet 
each man has a responsibility to his fellow 
human beings that finds expression in laws 
that must be obeyed. That is what the Civil 
War was really all about. 


More Power From the Wisconsin River 


Under the Capitol Dome

The Wisconsin Valley 
Improvement 


company was chartered by the legislature 
many years ago for the express purpose of 
harnessing the water power sites along the 
Wisconsin river and it has succeeded to the 
point where the Wisconsin is known as the 
state's hardest working river. At the mo- 
ment the company is seeking authority to 
build a dam on a tributary of the Wisconsin 
known as the Xew Wood river in Lincoln 
county. 


As usual, when flooding is proposed to 


create new water power, there is a big ar- 
gument over the proposal. Those opposed to 
flooding the -New Wood area declare the 
dam would damage the fishing in the river 
and would ruin f jve deer yards on lands 
owned by the state. The legitimate con- 
servationists and those with other purposes 
in mind have succeeded in stirring up con- 
siderable interest in the matter. 


However, there is no need to resort to 


name-calling or to pose as experts on either 
side of the case. There have been many 
such cases up for decision before. The state 
has an orderly way of handling them and 
this one will be handled in that wav. 


The Wisconsin Conservation 
commis- 


sion is opposed to flooding the land. It has 
challenged the proponents and a hearing 
will be held before the Wisconsin Public 
Service commission in Merrill on Jan. 22. 


Those Poor Fish! 


At that time testimony from both sides will 
be heard and the decision should be made 
upon the basis of that testimony rather 
than upon the loud outcries heard in other 
places. 


Much of the opposition to the construc- 


tion of the dam comes from a self-styled 
'•crusading newspaper" in Madison. Some- 
times this paper "crusades" up the river 
and sometimes it "crusades" down stream. 
This time it is out to save the fish and the 
deer at all costs." Many people recall an 
-instance a few years ago when it was out 
for more power on the Flambeau with no 
thought of the poor fish. 


The Flambeau development was a much 


more important matter from the scenic and 
wild-life viewpoint than is the Xew Wood. 
The late Dr. Leopold used to refer to the 
Flambeau as one of the last significant, 
remnants of wilderness in Wisconsin. The 
flooding in that case was sought by a rural 
electric cooperative and that seems to ac- 
count for the difference in the direction of 
the crusade. 


The decision in the Xew Wood river 


case, as in all such cases, should be decided 
upon the evidence presented at a hear- 
ing and not by yapping '-'crusades" which 
are for waterpower one day and for the fish 
the next.

After the war. Americans 
made a study of this supe- 
riority. From these studies. 
Admiral Rickover reached 
the conclusion that for re- 
search and development, it 
is essential the naval officers 
be as strong technically as 
administratively. 


Welded Into Team 


To show- how little the navy 


thought of nuclear problems. 
Rickover and several other 
naval officers were sent to 
Oak Ridge in 1946 to learn 
reactor technology. A f t e r 
great e f f o r t and much 
scheming to overcome on- 
position, they were welded 
into a team in preparation 
for work on the "Nautilus.'" 
which was already in Rick- 
over's mind. Rickover had 
recommended that this team 
of highly specialized men be 
kept together to w-ork on a 
nuclear-driven s u b marine. 
But let -Admiral Rickover 
tell the story: 


''Kowever. the group was 


broken up as soon as we 
came back, and we were 
spiit. In fact, the thought at 
that time was to not let me 
stay in Washington but to 
send me to Oak R;dg§ a-= a 
declassification officer, some 
clerical job. 


'"But fortunately t h e r e 


were other voices in Wash- 
ington. I was kepi on and I 
was assigned this job ail by 
myself, and given an office 
in an ex-ladies" p o \v d e r 
room " Thi* was in 1947. 


Admiral Rickover recount- 


ed: 


'•As soon <-,s it v, as definite 


Jhat I would stay in Wash- 
irsion. I determined that the 
!ir^t thing to do was to get a 
letter from Admiral Nirniiz. 
who was then the Chief of 
Naval Operations, to au- 
thorize the design, develop- 
ment, and construction of an 
atomic power plant for a 
submarine. This It-tier took 
me throe months to get -.inn- 
cd. and it became my hunt- 
ing license I now had'a hunt- 
ing license, but there were 


no deer around. I had no 
money." 


This is cited as an example 


of the things that happen 
that made it possible for the 
Russians to defeat us in a 
field in which Americans 
have always been pre-emi- 
nent, engineering and manu- 
facturing. 


It took three years, front 


the time the small group of 
naval officers were sent to 
Oak Ridge before all the ar- 
rangements* could be made 
between the Bureau of Ships 
of the Navy- the Chief of 
Naval Operations and the 
Atomic Energy commission 
to make it possible for an or- 
ganization, jointly controlled, 
to come into existence to 
plan a nuclear submarine. 


Xo Precedents 


There were no precedents 


and therefore Admiral Rick- 
over could go ahead without 
worrying about rules and 
regulations. As he testified: 


"We had no particular con- 


tract design for the proto- 
type. We don't know what it 
means. We just said here is 
a job to be done and we are 
not bound by any rules that 
people have written up in 
books on research and de- 
velopment. We said we want 
To build a nuclear-powered 


submarine. We will build one 
ashore first."' 


Again, this colloquy took 


place: 


'"Mr. Weisl. (Chief coun- 


sel) What I was trying to get 
at. admiral, was whether 
you followed the usual pro- 
cedure that is followed in the 
military in getting this job 
done. 


"Admiral R i c k over. No 


sir. no usual procedures will 
accomplish unusual jobs. No, 
sir. 


"Mr. Weisl. How were you 


able to do that? How \vere 
you able to avoid following 
the usual procedures? 


''Admiral Rickover. One of 


the main reasons was that 
there were so many people 
who were certain the project 
would fail, and they did not 
want to be associated with 
it. This was one of the most 
wonderful things. . . 


*'It is quite different today 


but 
at that time nearly 


everybody knew it was going 
to fail so they let us alone 
completely, a l m o s t com- 
pletely, so we were able to 
do the job." 


It is all so human, too hu- 


man. We got the nuclear sub- 
marine ready and ahead of 
time b e c a u s e those who 
craved success would not 
touch what looked like a 
crack-pot idea.
